The body of Tom Slaughter, 
notorious 
outlaw, 
killed 
last 
night in the woods of Saline 
county, by J. C. Howard, con­ 
vict who escaped with Slaught­ 
er and five other convicts from 
the prison here Friday morn­ 
ing, was found in the woods 
. 
north of Benton this morning, 
according to a telephone mes­ 
sage here from L. Ii. White, a 
Kenton 
newspaper 
man, 
who 
said he hurried to town ahead 
of the posse. The body lie said, 
would reach Benton iii about an 
hour. 
Mr. White said that about half 
of Slaughter’s face 
was shot off 
and that he was wounded in the 
side, his description of the wounds 
corresponded with that of Howard, 
whose 
story 
of 
the 
killing 
had 
been doubted in some quarters. 
Just prior to the telephone mes­ 
sage from White, it was reported 
here that the searchers had been 
unable to find the body and Ward­ 
en Dempsey started with Howard 
for Malvern to aid the officers in 
their search. 
The body, Mr. White said, was 
found 
lying on one side and its 
position 
indicated 
that 
the

it was shot while lying down. He 
gave the names of the men who 
found the body as Gus Headrick
